WILL BE BUILT 


Over $200,000 in Money Is 
Now Available. 


CRDINANCES ARE PREPARING. 


GROUND WILL BE BROKEN WIT4- 
IN A MONTH. 


Mayor Ziegenhein, at the Instigation 
of the Post-Dispatch, Will Push 
Forward the New 
Buildings. 


Within a month ground will be broken 
for the new City Hospital. 

The institution is now as certain 
built as though it were already 
way. 

Mayor Ziegenhein ‘has given orders that 
the way be made straight and the project 
be pushed as rapidly as possible to con- 
summation. 

The days of waiting for funds, which may 
never become available, are past. Work 
is to be pushed with the money now on 
hand and with other money which is cer- 
tain to become available, 

Comptroller Sturgeon has certified to 
Mayor Ziegenhein that there is in the 
Treasury, set aside for a City ‘Hospital, 
the sum of $202,405.02. 

Mayor Ziegenhein has directed that this 
sum be placed in the general appropriation 
bill, which will be sent to both houses of 
the Municipal Assembly in a few days. 
The City Hall Commission has completed 
{ts supplemental report, containing recom- 
mendations for the administration of the 
hospital. It submitted recommendations 
and plans for the buildings nearly three 
years ago. 

The supplemental report is now in the 
hands of City Counsellor Schnurmacher. 
He has been asked to look over it and 
advise the committee if there is anything 
in it in confilct with the charter. 

As soon as it is refurned to the commis- 
sion it will be submitted to Mayor Ziegen- 
hein. 

The ordinances necessary 
recommendatioms into effect will be pre- 
pared and sent to the Assembly immed- 
lately, and the Mayor will request the law- 
makers to pass thm witli fe Teast pos- 
sible delay. 

The contracts will “then be let and the 
work of clearing away the debris of the 
old City Hospital, which was destroyed by 
the cyclone, will begin. That will take only 
a few days. Then the corner stone will be 
laid and the first pavilion will be pushed 
rapidly to completion. 

The pavilion plan which is to be car- 
ried out will admit of a pavilion at a 
time being completed and made ready for 
the reception of patients. 

Before the summer is over it is probable 


that at least a part of the City Hospital 
—. may be removed to the new hos- 
ital, 

For all of which the gratitude of the 
people of St. Loule is due to the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The old City Hospital, where sickness Is 
caused instead of cured, would have re- 
Mained, to disgrace the city, for years if 
the Post-Dispatch had not revealed to the 
people of St. Louis the conditions that pre- 
vailed theres The Post-Dispatch reporter 
who was sent to be a patient at the City 
Hospital gained admittance by feigning 
sickness.

It kept on eali- 
ing attention to the great need and ar- 
raying public sentiment. At last Mayor 
Yiegenhein has ylelded to the demands of 
the people, created and voiced by the Post-

Type Minnesota Food Department Has 
Unearthed Some Choice Samples 
of the Renovated Article. 


ST. PAUL, Mian., May 3.—The State 
Dairy and Food Depaftment has collected 
in St. Paul and Minneapolis a choice assort- 
ment of samples of “embalmed” butter, 
which are labeled “superior quality of 
renovated butter, improved creamery pro- 
ceas.”’ 

Chemist Eberman of the Dairy Depart- 


ment has found that the improved process 
consists of the uge of borac‘e ucid, which is 
a constituent embaiming fluid, and that is 
what it is used for in this case to embalm 
the butter. 

Assistant Cgsnmissioner Gibbs said that

Cornetist Erlanger and Violin- 
ist Lempert. 


SPARRED WITH FAT GLOVES. 


Two ORCHESTRA MEMBERS 


WINDED EACH OTHER. 


Erlanger Was Declared the Winner 
Because at the Finish He Was 
Still Able to . 

Talk. 


“You two make so much talk, why do 
you not put the gloves on and show what 
you know about what you call the ‘‘manly 
art of self-defense?’ Tell me this.” 

Thus spoke Sig. Guido Vogel, who, by 
reason of his first name and his taient 
as @ musician, is the leader of the orchestra 
at the Columbia Theater. He addressed 
Joe Lempert, who plays a fiddle, and Henry 
Erlanger, who blows a cornet in the or- 
chestra. 

Neither Mr. Lempert nor Mr. Erlanger 
confines his study to the mysteries of har- 
mody and melody. Each takes a keen in- 
terest in pugilism, and ever since the or- 
chestra was organized they have engaged 
in frequent acrimonious discussions of the 
relative merits of Fitzsimmons, Sharkey, 
Jeffries and others, even including Corbett. 
Both admitted that Corbett was champion 
defuncto before he quit being champion 
defacto, but they couldn’t get together as 
to when his good right hand lost its cun- 
ning. 

Tney discussed Fitz at great length and 
dissected Sharkey and analyzed Jeffries 
and compared them ail with the immortal 
John L., but they never agreed. 

If Lempert made an observation 
fighting, which Erlanger didn’t hear, the 
cornetist wouid say in the words of Dr. 
Johnson: “J take issue whith you on that 
statement, which I did not catch.

Lempert was a slight favorite in the bet- 
ting because he had the longer reach and 
was supposed to be the stronger.

Prlanger rallied, but 
Lempert waé in the throes of composition 
and extemporized an upper-cut in B major, 
op. 12, that staggered his opponent. Both 
men were hot and red when the round 
closed. Lempert had done most of the 
fighting, but his wind was gone, whereas 
Erlanger’s lungs were pump'!ng away pla- 
for a_ siightly swollen lip, 
he was in good condition. The wise 
tried to get more bets on the cornetist, but 
failed. 

In the second round both men threw tac- 
tics to the winds and went at it hammer 
and tongs, as the wicked sporting writers 
say. Lempert struck a note in high C on 
Erlanger’s jaw and got a B flat on the nose 
and an F sharp on the mouth in return. 
Then they went in for a medley. 
Erlanger, who was growing stronger, 

layed the anvil chorus on Lempert’'s face,

They didn't harmonize well, and persi«- 
tently played in different keys. Finally Er- 
langer executed a crescendo passage with

After the encore somebody remembered 
that it was not a cantinuous show and 
the entertainment was stopped. 

Both men were badly winded, but 
was hurt.

| TROOPS GREETED AT SAN LUIS. 


LAWTON PUSHING SOUTH FROM 
SAN ISIDRO. 


Natives, Afraid of Being Massacccd, 
' Crowd Around the Victorious 
‘Americans With Fulsome 
Expressions of Esteem. 


MANILA, May 2.—The expedition up the 
Rio Grande River met with no resistance 
except-at the outskirts of San Luis, where 
several hundred Filipinos were entrenched 
on the Danks\of the stream. The rebels re- 
treated beyond Candaba, and the gunboats 
steamed ahead all the way, training their 
Gatling guns upon the banks and dropping 
g@hells wherever uniforms appeared on the 


shore. 

The gunboats dispersed the insurgents be- 
fore San Luis. After they had passed 
sharpshooters from trees across the river, 
@ hundred yards distant, harrassed the 
Geventeenth Infantry, which was marching 
by fours along the narrow wooded road, 
from which the troops were unable to see 
the enemy. The members of one battalion 
laid on their faces in the road for a quar- 
ter of an hour trying to locate the rifle- 
men and return their fire. Two Americans 
were killed. The road wound close to the 
stream and was thickly settled. It was a 
icturesque march. Many groups of hun- 
reds of natives were clustered under the 
trees on the opposite banks, displaying 
white shirts. towels, sheets or anything 
White on poles. Some shouted welcome to 
the American soldiers, but most of them 
Maintained a sullen silence. 

An old man in a carriage met the troops 
two miles outside of town. He said: “l 
have lived in England and I have told 

em the people are like the English and 
that they need not be afraid,” Toe ty Grant, 
in command of the gunboats, landed before 
the troops arrived and met with a ‘Porto 
Rican welcome.’’ The natives, who had as- 
gembled on the shore, crowded about the 
Americans with fulsome expressions of 
friendship, apparently half afraid that they 


would be massacred,

The Republi- 
cans, under the leadership of Schweickardat, 
wildly hoping still to kiil the election bill 
had again allowed themselves to be used 
for the «killing of the House franchise 
amendments. Drabelle, who had repeatedly 
declared for franchises, in order to get the 
support of the lobby for his election biil, 
voted against the House franch.se amend- 
ments.

Schweickardt kept his promise to follow 
the report on the election bills by a demand 
for the reporting of all bills. e offered a 
resolutiompcailing upon the ¢ommittees to 
report bilis taxing franchises, the freight 
b li, express bill, 7 per cent interes: bi.l, and 
ha.if a dozen others. 

Senator Dowell offered a resolution to lay 
the Schweickardt resolution over until 6 
o'clock this evening.

He said the 
Merton resolution had been violated in the 
case of the election bills, and all the bills

LOBBY WON EASILY. 


Upper House Again Puts Itself on 
Record. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFBDRSON CITY, Mo., May 20.—The 
Senate has gone squarely on recerd against 
the taxation of -the nchise of railroads, 
street railways, teleg hand express com- 
panies. * 

Tie Senate yesterday morning adopted 
amendments to tax all freunchises, including 
the franchises of gas, water, electric light, 
telephone and conduit companies, with the 
distinct understanding that they included 
every franchise held by any public or quasi- 
public corporation. The House fearing 
these amendments would exempt railroads, 
street railways, telegraph and express com- 
panies, adopted amendments including the 
franchises of these corporations. 

This put the issue squarely “‘up to’’ the 
Senate. If it was sincere in wishing to tax 
all franchises when it-adopted its amend- 
ments, no reascnable man can see why it 
should object.to the House amendments, 
which simpiy specified that which the Sen- 
ate had claimed was included by implica- 
tion. 

The bill now goes back to the House, 
which will prcbably strike out the Senate 
amendments adopted yesterday and send 
it back in the original form, containing a 
general franchise taxation provision.

Technicalities That Were of Advant- 
age to the Lobby.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 20.—‘Jne of 
those unaccountable accidents that are al- 
ways happening to the advantage of the 
lobby prevented the Senate from going 07 
record finally, last night, on “he franchise 
taxation question. Somehow or ovhes these 
mishaps are always happening ‘2 tae ad- 
vantage of the lobby, allowing an excuse 
for delay when an important questien 1s 
to be voted upon, which whe lovby wishes 
to keep from going to final act:on. 

In this case the lobby ¢c.eurty had th2 
Constitution and the rules »f .he Senate on 
its side, but there is a great deal of hard 
feeling among the Senator-, nd a pers yal 
encounter between two Senators on the 
floor of the Senate was narrowly «averted. 
The Senate has never been jin such a tur- 
moil as it is in these closing iays of the 
Session. 

Trouble began brewing Thurslay night 
when the Republicans learned there was a 
probability that the St. Lous el ‘ulen bill 
would be passed, notwithstanding all tne 
deals they had made to prevent its entet- 
ment. As a matter of fact ne !ill had been 
enrolled in advance, and Senator Haynes 
Was prepared to report the bill unfavorably. 
It was to have been taken immedi- 
ateiy and put upon its passage. 

When the Republicans learned these 
things they became furious, The House re- 
vised revenue bill was taken up, Senator 
Major offered several amendmen:s wWhicn 
seemed to strengthen the franchise Pro- 
vision. They were adopted and the Dill 
passed without a dissenting vote. 

When this ‘happened the Republicans were 
convinced that the‘r suspicions ‘elative to 
the election bill were true. They fizured 
that the Democrats intended to get rid of 
the franchise question in this way, thereby 
relieving themselves of the responsibi®ty 
for the House franchise bills that were in 
the Committee on Judiciary. They catcu- 
lated that the next step would be the pas- 
sage of the election bill. The Republicans 
in the House immediately laid plans to get 
revenge and got it by defeating the con- 
ference report on the general appropriation 
bill. It is getting dangerously near the end 
of the session for appropriation bills to re- 
main unpassed and the Democrats are 
panicky. Above all things they ‘tear 4n 
extra session. and if any of the appropria- 
tion bills should fai!*to pass odefvre ad- 
journment an extra session would be neces- 
Sary. 

Then eame the unfortunate’ telegram 
bearing the signature of President Harry 
B. Hawes of the Jefferson Club, practically 
ordering the Senate to pass the election bill 
and threatening to ‘“‘remember”’ any Demo- 
crat who voted against it.

this morning. It is as follows: 
NEW YORK, May 15, 1899. 

To the General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Chureh: Dear Brethren—At the meet- 
ing of the General Assembly beld in May, 
1*98, action was taken in reference to a 
bock entitled *‘A History of Christianity in 
the Apostolic Age,’’ of which I am the au- 
thor, and was communicated to me by the 
stated clerk@ under date of Sept. 22, 1898. 

Waiving at this time all questions of 
constittuional right and order, I have 
thought it proper to look upon. action in 
the light of friendly advice from Chris- 
tian brethren, in which light, indeed, it 
would seem that it must have been looked 
upon by those who joined in it. 

Regarded thus, the action evidently re- 
quires no response from me, nor did the 
assembjy intimate in any way that the re- 
Fponse was ‘either expected or desired. But 
it “if oR owiele-to be governed entirely by 
the spirit of Christian fraternity, and there- 
fore take this opportunity ef informing the 
brethren to gather in the first General As- 
sembly sinee the action was taken Which 
I have felt my duty to be in view of the 
fraternal connsel offered me. 

The action of the Assembly as well as the 
overture from fhe Presbytery of Pittsburg 
upon which that action was based, made 
it evident that many of my positions, to- 
soca with the spirit and purpose of my 
wok as a whole, have been seriously mis- 
apprehended. Such misapprehension I sin- 
cerely regret tnd I wish here emphatically 
to repudiate the false constructions that 
have been placed upon my book in many 
quarters. So far as my views are con- 
cerned they have been and remain, as I 
believe, in accord with the faith of the 
Presbyterian Church and of . evangelical 
Christendom, in all vital and essential mat- 
ters, and I therefore cannot feel that it is 
my duty or even my right in. justice to 
myself and to my brethren and to the 
church of our Divine Lord and Master, 
in which I am an oftice bearer, to with- 
draw from the ministry of the Presbyte- 
rian Church. In taking this position, to 
which I am constrained by a_ profound 
sense of duty, I desire to say that I recog- 
nive gratefully the spirit of Christian kink 
ness Which animated those who joined in 
the action of the last Assembly, and appre- 
ciate the devotion to the truth and the 
concern for the welfare of the church. 

Vraying for the blessing of God upon the

Col. Alexander Hogeland, the friend of 
the newsboys, discussing the shooting of 
Charlies Allorkoskey by his young com- 
panion, Otto Heggi, several days ago, said: 

“This lesson in youthful depravity is a 
féarful one, as it brings a blight on the 
parents and children of two St. Louls homes 
that cannot be atoned for; all that can be 
done is to ask for the best and most 
available remedy for preventing a repe- 
tition of such cases. The only one so far 
in sight, and recently adopted by 400 cities 
is that known as “The Curfew Ordinanee.’

The police officials of 
many. of the 400 cities that have the ordi- 
nance certify to a decrease of 8 per cent

ENGLAND OBJECTS TO TROOPS. 


Additional American Soldiers in 
Alaska Worries Britain. 
WASHINGTON, May ®.—Great Britain 
has formally protested against the dispatch 
of additional American troops to Alaska. 
The boundary dispute has assumed a 
more serious aspect than is generally sup- 
posed. While the President is bound to 
the principle of arbitration, and while, on 
its face, the case the United States could 
present would, it is belleved, result in a 
triumph for this Government, there remains 
the possibility that the arbitration trib- 
unal might decide that the British Govern- 
ment is entitled to a port on the Pacific 
Coast—perhaps Skagway, of which Great 

Britain desires to obtain possession. 

In view of the great commercial inter- 
ests of the Pacific Coast of the United 
States, the Administration does not feel 
ustified in accepting arbitration, and the 
gritish Government has been given to un- 
derstand this is the President’s way of 
looking at its proposition. So far as can 
be learned, however, England continues to 
strongly press arbitration. 

It is stated the American troops were 
sent solely to preserve peace between Ca- 
nadian and American miners.

When asked about the results of his trip 
to Paris Mr. Peck said: “During my pom 
stay in Paris much was accomplished for 
aa Aubietont exhibit in 1900. This is the 
formative period of our task. The plans of 
all the United States buildings have been 
approved by the French authorities though 
many changes were made in them to con- 
form to the requirements of the French 
Government and to meet the Iimitations 
of our appreciation. Work upon tnese 
buildings will begin immediately, There will, 
be five buildings in the main grounds and 
two in the Bois de Vincennes, the annex 
to the Exposition, which will be made a 
most important part of the whole, Our na- 
tional pavilion will be the only expensive 
buliding we will construct. This will be on 
the banks of tne Seine, alongside of the 
structures of about 30 other nations, with 
Austria on one side and Turkey on the 
other. Our other buildings will be annexed 
to the main structures built by the French 
administration and will be for exhibition 
purposes only. 

These will’ include annexes to the main 
agricultural building, adjoining the Ameri- 
can section; an annex to the manufac- 
turers’ building, in the Vincennes; an ad- 
dition to tne forestry building, also to the 
merchant marine building, in waich water 
transportation models will be exhibited, 
with our weather bureau, etc. 

“At Vincennes we will build a structure 
for American machinery in operation ana 
a buildigg for our life saving service. We 
will divide with the French Exposition 
Company the cost of the building for rail- 
road exhibit and for automobiles. We se- 
cured a site upon which our bicycle man- 
ufacturers will erect a beautiful structure. 

“The Bois de Vincennes is about six miles 
from thé main grounds and will be very 
accessible by railroads and by the Seine 
River, connecting with a tramway for one 
mile, whitch latter route wih ve known as 
the American route, the boats and cars car- 
rying the American flag. I believe a very 
large proportion of the visitors to the ex- 
position will go to Vincennes, as it will be 
made prominent and most attractive and 
the trip, especially the river route, will 
be delightful, 

“We secured over 60,000 square feet at 
Vincennes far beyond our expectations.

GRAM SHOVELERS WAR 


Open an Office in Buffalo and Await 
Propositions From the Lake 
Carriers’ Association. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 20.—The strike 
of the grain shovelers at the elevators 
and dock laborers is more complicated than 
ever. 

By yesterday’s action in directing their 
executive committee to open an office and 
await propositions from the Lake Carri- 
ers’ Association looking to a settlement of 
the trouble, the grain shovelers practically 
repudiated Bishop Quigley and President 
McMahon, the head of their organization. 

The action of the Chicago Board of Trads 
in calling for the abrogation of the con- 
tract of Mr. Conners is said to thave. great- 
ly strengthened the belief of a majority of 
the strikers that they can force the Lake 
Carriers to this action. 

Although the striking men were very 
earnest In their talk at last night's meet- 
ing, everything is quiet this morning. There 
were several affrays in the vicinity of the 
docks last night, during one of which a 
number of shots were fired and six ar- 
rests were made by the police. No one 
was injured. 

Five elevitators were lifting grain to-day: 
The Erie, City, Northern, Dakota and On- 
tario. The lake line men claim to have a 
full force of freight handlers on every 
dock. Many of the men, however, are inex- 
perienced, but the number of experienced 
men is being added to daily. The ore and 
coal docks appear to be neglected, the op- 
erators apparently making no concerted 
move to operate them.

in Vienna informed the population that the 
marriage wae accomplished. 

From this it seems that the authorities 
of the Catholic Church in Vienna, at once 
and without question, ratified the union of 
an Archduchess with a divorced monarch. 
On the Ist of Apri following, the civil mar- 
riage was celebrated at St. Cloud, and the 
next day the religious marriage was solem- 
niged in Paria by priest and cardinals.

But in 
this new work power appears, power born 
of confidence. ere is no uncertainty in 
the lines, 60 tetany and firmly drawn. 
Complete. master parent on every 
page. Nothing is w ing to make a 
complete artistic whole. In delicious En- | 
glish, quick with life, never a word too 
much, simple and pure, the story proceeds 
with classic severity through a labyrinth 
of Boss and temptation and dumb de- 
spaltr. 

It is not a tragedy, for it lacks the high 
motive gf tragedy. @ woman, not quite 
brave enough, declines to a lower plane 
and does not commit a sin ennobled by 
love. But it ts terribly tragic. Compas- 
sion, not pity, is excited, for pity is for 
those who gin, and Edna Pontellier only of- 
fended—weakly, passively, vainly offended. 

“The Awakening”,is not for the young 
person; not becauSe the young rson 
would be harmed by reading #&, bUt be- 
cause the young person woulkin’t under- 
stand it, and everybody knows that the 
young person’s.underetanding should be 
scrupulously respected. It ie he seasoned 
souls, for those who have lived, who have 
ripened under the gracious or ungracious 
sun of experience and learned that real- 
ities do not show themselves on the out- 
sfde of things where they can be seen 
and heard, weighed, measured and valued 
like the sugar of commerce, but treasured 
within the heart, hidden away, never to be 
known perhaps save when exposed by 
temptation or called out by occasions of 
great pith and moment. No, the book 
is not for the young person, nor, indeed, 
for the old person who has no relish for 
unpleasant truths. For such there is 
much that is very improper in it, not to 
say positively unseemly. A fact, no matier 
how essential, which we have all agreed 
shall not be acknowledged, is as good as no 
fact at all. And it is disturbing—even in- 
delicate—to mention it as something which, 
perhaps, does play an important part in 
the life behind the mask. 


It is the life and not the mask that is 
the subject of the story. One day Edna 
Pontellier, whose husband has vaguely held 
her dear as a bit of decorativec furniture, 
a valuable plece of personal property, sud- 
denly becomes aware she is a human be- 
ing. It was her husband’s misfortune that 
he did not make this Interesting discovery 
himself, but he had his brokerage busi- 
ness to think about and brokers deal in 
stocks, not hearts. It was Mrs, Pontellier’s 
misfortune that another man revealed her 
to herself, and when the knowledge came it 
selene profound dissatisfaction, as often 

appens when love is born in a cage not 
of its own building. In the beginning she 
had no thought of wrong-doing, but re- 
sentment was hot and made her sullen. 
Robert Lebrun, whose heart was ensnared 
before he realized it, went away to ‘Mexico 
to make money, which was quite the proper 
thing to do. It would have been the right 
thing had he gone before it wae too late, 
for then he might have been only a shad wy 
dream in Edne’s life, instead of a con- 
suming reality. This made the poor woman 
still more discontented. She took to all 
sorts of foolish fancies to divert her méfd, 
Her children did not help her, for she was 
not a mother woman and didn’t feel that 
loving babies was the whole duty of a 
woman. She loved them, but said that 
while she was willing to die for them 
she coukin’t give up anything essential for 
them. This sounded clever because it was 
paradoxical, but she didn’t quite know 
what it meant.

Madden 
is enthusiastic over h's man’s chances, and 
thinks he ‘has a bona fide champion in the 
person of the giant Swiss. 

The latter's re@ent 20-round draw with 
Maher, acknowledged by al] leading pugil- 
istic critics to have been the most desper- 
ate battle that has taken place under Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules for many years, 
has firmly established Ruhlin's reputation 
as @ pugilist who can stand punishment 
without flinching and damage an opponent 
seriously with either hand.

THEY ARE ON GUARD DUTY. 


RUMORS THAT THE PRIEST MAY 
HAVE SLIPPED IN. 


Rev. Father Koenig Makes a State- 
ment Setting Forth the Position 
of Bishop Janssen on the 
Situation. 


The scene in front of St. Patrick's Church 
in East St. Louis, Thursday evening, as l- 
lustrated in Friday's Post-Dispatch, was 
repeated with even increased fervor be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock Friday evening. 

As formerly the excitement was caused by 
a rumor that Vicar General Cluse, the new- 
ly appointed pastor of the church to suc- 
ceed Father James Downey, had arrived at 
the Relay from Germantown, IIL., and was 
en route to the church in a cloSed carriage. 

As before the rumor proved false, but 
Illinois avenue for a distance of ‘several 
blocks was swarming with excited parish- 
ioners. 

The crowd surged through the street for 
nearly an hour until word was passed alon 
the line that the new prelate had switche: 
off at the Air Line depot, at Tenth street, 
and proceeded to the residence of Father 
Koenig, pastor of St. Henry's Church, from 
the 5:40 train. 

None of the partshioners manifested a dis- 
position toward violence in that direction. 

They insist that the position they have 
assumed is for the distinct purpose of prvu- 


tecting their rights and interests as against | 


the arbitrary action of Bishop Janssen in 
sending a German pastor to preside over an 
Irish-American parish. They do not deny 
that they are in open revolt against the 
Bishop. ‘They likewise claim they are not 
disobedient to the long-established rules of 
the church, and that they are strictly cOn- 
fining themselves to reasonable tactics. 

The fact that 10 men have patrolled the 
pavement in front of the church and paro- 
chial residence, night and day, since last 
Sunday, through storm and sunshine to 
prevent Vicar-General Cluse taking charge 
of the church property and the religous 
services thereabout is considered good evi- 
dence of the fixed determination of the 
parishioners to not submit to «he ryerrs 
will in the matter at least until it is settled 
by the highest ecclesiastical, as well as 
civil, authority. :

It is said that 
he wag in conference with Bishop Janssen 
at Belleville bel made It is said that the 
Bishop has insfructions from Mgr. Mar- 
tinelli at Washington to hold Father Cluse’s 
appointment in abeyance for the present 
and that Vicar-General Cluse’s coming to 
his new charge has been indefinitely post- 
poned on that, account, 

Father Koenig of St. Henry's Church 
intimates, in a published statement that 
there has been no such action on the part 
of Mar. Martinelli, and that when ‘the final 
test comes that Vicar-General Cluse will 
be duly installed as pastor at St. Pat- 
rick’s. 

A large element are sure that the change 
will not be effective for several weeks, 
but some assert that Father Cluse will con. 
duct his first mass on Sunday, May 2. 


FATHER KOENIG’S STATEMENT. 


Bishop Janssen’s Side of the Contro- 
versy Set Forth. 

Friends of Bishop Janssen maintain there 
are two sides to this controversy and that 
the Bishop’s side has not been adequately 
stated. Rev. Chr. Koenig,. rector of St. 
Henry's, East St. Louis, has undertaken 
to set the Bishop and Father Cluse right 
before the people, and to ‘this end he has 
caused to be published the following state- 
ment: 


About the beginning of the present year the par- 
ish in question became vacant by the death of Rev. 
P. J. O'Halloran, who, for nearly 25 years, had 
been its pastor. Soon after, a petition was circn- 
lated and signed by the majority of the parish- 
ioners, asking the Bishop to appoint as successor 
the Rev, J. Downey, who for a number of years 
had been assistant to Father O'Halloran, and’ who, 
by his kindness and zeal and his generous efforts 
for the advancement of the spiritual and temporal 
interest of the parish, had juStly deserved and won 
for himself the love and good will of the people. A 
committee was detegated to wait on the Bishop, 
who, it is said; gave them the assurance that in 
the appointment of a new pastor their prayer and 
the claints of Father Downey would recetve due 
consideration. In the meantime, however, threats 
were freely made by prominent members of the 
parish that if any other than Father Downey were 
appointed there would be trouble. 

In the diocese there were three priests of Irish 
descent outranking Rev. Downey in years and ex- 
perience,viz., the Rev. C. Sweeney of Tiptown. Rev. 
James Gough of Luke's Church, Belleville, and Rey 
J. P. Haskins of St. Mary's, this city. 1ese were 
naturally looked upon as probable candidates for 
the vacant rectorship, but the known unfriendly 
feelings of what appeared to be the majority of 
parishioners, together with other serious difficulties 
with which the new ineumbent would be eon- 
fronted, rendered the position lees desirable, and 
in consequence they ail in turn signified to the 
Bishop in the most positive terms thelr unwilling- 
ness to accept the rectorship, unless compelled 
to do so by an authoritative command. What, then, 
could the po g do? Three courses were open to 
him: He could compel, under the virtue of obe- 
dience, one of the aforesaid priests to take charge 
against his will, a course which certainly no 
Bishop would adopt, except In extreme cases, 


Practically, therefore, he had but one alternative: 
He must either appoint Rev. Downey or some more 
experienced priest of German nationality. Each of 
these measures would have its evils and draw- 
backs. St. Patrick's is in point of numbers one of 
the most important parishes in the diocese; in fact, 
in this respect it ranks next to the Cathedral 
Parish of Belleville. But to inttust the manage- 
ment of so large a place to a comparatively young 
and inexperienced clergyman, who, though certain 
ly endowed with high personal qualifications, could 
not be expected to equal in experience and finan- 
(lal ability priests who had done service In the 
church for 25 or 30 years, 
would. appear an unwise 
sibly detrimental to 
the parish, Hence the appointment 
Downey was net thought advisable. On the other 


hand, the Bishop might appoint a priest of German | 


origin who possessed the experience and adminis- 
trative skill necessary for the successful mauage- 
ment of so large a parish; however, this also would 
hot be likely to prove an unmixed blessing, for it 
was expected thal for a time at least a portion 
of the parish would object to bim on account of 
his nationality. 


Upon mature consideration the Right Reverend 
Bishop conciuded to adopt the latter measure as 
that likely to be attended by the lesser evil, i. e., 
to appoint a German-American to the rectorship. 
He chose for the position the rere best man he 
could find, the Very Keverend William Oluge, 
Viear-General of the diocese, and for many years 
pastor at Germantown, Ill., a man of extraordi- 
nary learning and ability, whose superior can aot 
be found among the priests of the diocese, no mat- 
ter of what nationality, and who, although born 
in Germany, speaks the Pnglish language as fiu- 
ently and correctiy as if it were bis mother tongae. 
In consenting to his change from Germantown to 
East St. Loulse be was actgated by the purest and 
most disinterested motives, for no one who knows 
the circumstances can deny that be ia making a 
generous sacrifice in submitting to the will of the 
Bishop. Nor is he a stranger to the Irish, their 
character and customs, for up to the time of bie 
appointment to Germantown for 15 years he ta- 
bored exclusively amoug them. It was not, there- 
fore, the spirit of nationalism, of prejudice against 
the Irieh and those of Irish descent, that prompted 
the Bishop to act as he did, but purely and sim- 
ply his desire to presefve the greater good of the 
chureh over which God has set him chief pastor. 

It is not fair to geay that in the eiisieleneatinn 
of the diocese the Right Reverend Bishop has al.- 
lowed bimeelf to be guided by race prejudice, of 
that he bas discriminated against priests or Revple 
om Irtah nationalite under ble foriediction ere 
are few, if any, Bishops in the United States who 
enjoy the untVersal iove, esteem atid contidence 
of priests and people. irrespective of race of na- 
tionality, to such a degree as the Bishop of Belle- 
ville. . 

The diocese of Belleville was estahiished about 
12 years ago, up to which petiod itfformed part 
of the diocese of Alton. It comprites all that 
portion of the State of Lillneia iying south of the 
northerly limita of the Counties of St. Clair, 
Clinton, Marion, Clay. Richland and Lawrence 
Kast St. Louls was apportioned to Belleville be- 
cause it was situated ip St. Clair County, and 
for no other rearon.

division was made but few (only four) priests of 
Irish descent were located there.. Since Bishop’ 
Janssen took charge this number has been doubled, 
which goes to prove that he was not, as has been 
usserted, anxious to exclude all but Germans from 
his diocese. On the contrary, he has made strenu- 
ous efforts to procure priests of Irish birth or de- 
scent, and the writer is in a position to affirm 

maltively that at the present day such candidates 
or the priesthood wishing to enter the diocese 
will be received with a hearty welcome. Those 
wlesats of German nationality who Bow occupy 
irish parishes were either located there when the 
Bishop assumed charge, or at least were appointed 
by him at a time when he had no Irish priests 
at hia disposal, certainly not through favoritiam. 
His reasous for making the present appointment 
are given above. 

The perfect justice and imparitiality with whica 
he rules are best demonstrated by the fact that 
none of the Irish or Irish-American priests under 
bis jurisdiction has ever found cause for complaint 
or thinks of complaining: they are meg con- 
tented with the Bishop's rulings, being convinced 
that not nationalism or race prejudice, but consum- 
mate prudence and a fatherly solicitude for the 
welfare of the charch, prompt his every action. 

Such being the true state of the care, and 
such the motives by which the Bishop ls actu- 
ated, he does not think of ylelding or changlog 
hie deciston. Nor dpes he anticipate the aligat- 
est interference on the part of Mgr. Martinelli, 
the papal delegate. Father (luse is appolnted, 
and he will most certainly be the peat pastor.

NEW YORK, May 20.--Movements in the 
stock market during the week have been 
largely due to technical causes, not much 
attention being paid to general conditions. 

The strong financial forces which 
Were associated with the Ilate Mr. 
Roswell P. Flower in the _ properties 
which were his favorites combined their re- 
eources to protect the value of those prop- 
erties. and on Monday they took alt thet 
time liquidators chose to offer and bought 
the bear operators on the exchange to a 
standstill. They speedily checked the de-, 
cline in their group, and on Wednesday 
boldly bid prices up to or above the point 
they ‘had reached on Friday last, before 
the break incident to Mr. Flower’s Sudden 
-death. But on Thursday there was evi- 
dence that the reinstatement of values had 
been for the purpose of realizing on some 
of the ‘heavy holdings it had been necessary 
to take over to check the decline. 

A powerful and watchful bear element de- 
tected these evidences of realizing and 
promptly took the market away from their 
antagonists, breaking prices not only of 
that group, but of the railroads which had 
etarted on a vigcrous course upwards, The 
bulls showed a readiness to support their 
favorites, but the unsettled state of the 
market discouraged outside interest and 
comparative quiet succeeded. A large de- 
mand for all available railroad bonds was 
a feature of the week. 

The suggestion that a system of trading
